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Preface ; 


We, the Committee Members did an extensive search in trying to locate as much 
information as we could possibly find relative to the history of the roots of Northside 
High School. Research was done through the following sources; the local library, 
state library, and the (archives) of the Virginia State University Library. Also, much 
time was spent researching the newspapers in the office of The Star Tribune. 
Contacts were made and much information was gathered from former teachers of 


“Ole Northside High.” Valuable information was obtained from community 


members who attended school in the thirties and early forties. Some of the 

7 Wann Berger Tee students of that era gave us additional information about early school and 
education passed down to them from their parents, relatives, and other people 
from the 1900’s through the 1920’s. As you will see, there is much more 
information (pictures, articles, etc.) available beginning with the classes of the late 
forties. For the last few years of Ole Northside High’s existence from the mid 60’s 
through its closing in June of 1969 there is an abundance of school information. 
This information is in the form of graduation pictures, school snapshots, 
yearbook information and newspaper coverage which feature articles on various 
school activities and sporting events. Since 1969 we have had five alumni 
reunions. From these reunions we have a collection of pictures. Near the end of this 


book you will find an article summarizing the history of our alumni reunions. In 


viewing this yearbook we hope you will find it enjoyable, entertaining, and refreshing. 


*In compiling this book the biggest problem the committee was faced with was the problem of 
getting the names correct. Every attempt was made to get everyone correctly named and the 
spelling of the names correct. In some cases we had to refer back to old school rosters, old 
yearbooks when available, newspaper lists, and at times we had to make numerous telephone 
calls in an attempt to correct names. There were instances in which, for example, ladies maiden 
names were used in high school and later on they were married and then we had to use their 
married names. We did the best we could in trying to get the names right. Any person that maybe 
misnamed or any name that is mispelled is the result of an honest oversight by the Northside 
High School Alumni Committee.

HISTORY OF SCHOOL 


In March of 1903, the school PITTSYLVANIA INDUSTRIAL ACADEMY was organized. In October of 1903, The 
Cherrystone Baptist Association purchased two acres of land from T. C. Creasy for $20.00. The deed for this school land was 
written on October 5, 1903. At this time classes were being held in Elba Baptist Church (Route 40 East) and also in that fall two 
rooms in the Fraternal Hall (on Route 40 East) were used. 


Rev. Dr. G. W. Goode, the founder and backbone, was principal of the organization from 1903 to 1933. 


* Also, associated with him as pioneers in organizing the school, raising funds, and recruiting students were W. F. Grasty, M. 
L. Burton, both of Danville, Edward Lewis, S. H. Dickerson, and Joseph Graves of Gretna; J. H. Fountain of Kneeling; W. B. 
Fitzgerald of Riceville; S. M. Taylor of Ringgold; and Rev. W. H. Carper of Chatham. 


In 1904 a white two story building was erected (up on the hill) to accommodate both boarding students as well as day 
students. The association went into debt for this building. 


In 1906 the name PITTSYLVANIA INDUSTRIAL ACADEMY was changed to PITTSYLVANIA NORMALAND COLLEGIATE 
INSTITUTE, INC. and stayed incorporated until 1951. Also, in 1906 another one and one half acres of land was purchased from 
T. C. Creasey. This plat of land had two cabins on it (which may have been used for teachers and students to board in). 
Being incorporated and collegiate the following subjects were required to be taught : 


English 

Math 

Natural Science 

Elocution (Public Speaking) 

Ancient 

Mental and Modern Science (Psychology) 

Fine Art 

History 

Music; and all other subject matter for schools and colleges. 


Once the students took these subjects, they were prepared to teach school. 

In 1914 another acre of land was purchased from S. H. Creasy for $100.00. 

The first school bus was owned and operated by Rev. Frank Green. The parents had to pay Rev. Green for these services. (This 
bus could have been and possible was an enclosed pick-up truck). In 1932, the county took over the operation of the buses. Other 
drivers and owners were Mr. Ben Fuller, Mr. Matthew Johnson, and Mr. Anderson Hubbard. 


In 1917 the institute bought another 84.49 acres of land in North Chatham on Hodnett Mill Road for $7650.00. 


In 1925 the institute borrowed money against the 84.49 acres and gave a deed of trust against this property. The deed of trust was 


eventually paid off. The school became a joint private and public school with the county paying the salary of one elementary teacher, 
Mrs. Mattie Jones.

In 1928 the institute borrowed $10,000.00 from the First National Bank in Danville, Virginia. Professor Jones was a graduate of 
one of the earlier classes and a teacher at the school. He served from 1933 to 1948. 


In 1934 the County School Board started jointly exercising control over the institute. That is when the eighth grade was added. 
The teachers were:

From 1903 to 1934 there were 27 graduating classes. Approximately, one hundred and eighty six students graduated during 
that period. Many became teachers in the county. 


In 1936 the name was changed to the PITTSYLVANIA COUNTY TRAINING SCHOOL and it was made a public school. 


In February of 1937 all of the property bought had to be sold at auction for the school was in great debt. R. C. Vaden 
purchased the two lots with the brick building in 1937. He sold it to the County School Board in 1941. 


In 1948 Mr. A. G.. Tippitt came to Pittsylvania County to accept the principalship of the Pittsylvania County Training 
School. Mr. Tippitt served as principal from 1948 to 1968. 


In 1949 the name was changed to Northside High School. Under Mr. Tippitt’s leadership the school grew from an enrollment 
of 500 with 19 teachers to be the largest single unit in the county system encompassing 1617 pupils and a staff of 112, which 
included elementary grades. In the 1949-50 school year the twelve-year school program was adopted. The twelve year 
school program went into effect in May 1954. There was no graduating class in 1953. 

In June of 1951 the old brick dormitory burned. 

In June 1953 the auditorium / gymnasium was added and dedicated to Professor R. L. Jones. 


In 1953 and 1954, the cafeteria, the elementary wing, and the principal’s office were added. 


In 1963 the old library in the main building was renovated. Also added were the Home Economics unit, a wing for English and a 
new Science Lab. 


In 1966 an Industrial Arts Shop was added. 
In 1968 Mr. James H. Harris became principal. 


In the fall of 1969, when the county schools were intergrated, the name was changed from Northside High School to Gretna 
Junior High / Primary.

The first school for blacks (beyond the elementary level) in the northern part of 
Pittsylvania County was first organized in the Elba Baptist Church in Gretna on 
March 16, 1903 by the Reverend Dr. G. W. Goode. It began with twenty eight 
students. Dr. Goode served as an inspiration in the development of the Pittsylvania 
County Academy. A graduate of Virginia Union University and Pastor of the 
Calvary Baptist Church in Danville, Virginia, he became distinguished in Pittsylvania 


County as a minister-educator prior to going to the Academy. He was the founder

In 1949 - the name was changed to Northside High School. 


Albert G. Tippitt, principal of Northside High School for the past 20 years, tendered his resignation this week to accept a 
position with the U.S. Department of Health, Education and Welfare as an educational specialist for the federal agency. 

Tippitt will continue to serve as principal of Northside until May 15. No one has yet been named to replace him. 

Tippitt’s 20 years of experience in education will be utilized by HEW in appointing him to head up a team of federal officials 
to work and meet with school boards and division superintendents in Region III which includes Kentucky, Maryland, Virginia, 
North Carolina, Washington D.C. and Puerto Rico. 

Tippitt is a native of Knoxville, Tennessee, and received his secondary education in the schools of that city. After obtain- 
ing his AB degree from Knoxville College, he attended Columbia University to get his Masters Degree in history and education 
in 1946. He returned to college to receive a Masters Degree in school administration and supervision in 1954 from New York 
University. 

He came to Pittsylvania County in 1948 to accept the principalship of Pittsylvania Training School, succeeding R.J. Jones. 

He has been widely praised for his efficient administration and improvements obtained in the facilities at the Northside 
school. 

The appointment to the position with the federal office of education represents an advancement for the 51 - year old educa- 
tor. 

In offering his resignation from the principalship which he has held for twenty years, Tippitt expressed regret in leaving. He 
stated: “I am appreciative for the cooperation that has been afforded me by the school officials, teachers, parents, and pupils 
during my twenty years as principal of Northside. My relationships in this county have been most enjoyable and I regret 
leaving.” 

Tippitt, who now resides at Gretna, will move to the Charlottesville HEW regional headquarters.

Harris was born in Crawford, Mississippi and attended public schools there. He graduated with honors at the St. Paul’s 
College and the University of Virginia. 


He is president of the St. Paul’s Alumni Association, and is active in civic and religious life of his community. His wife is a 
teacher at Central Elementary School.

Pittsylvania County Training School 
Reflections by Ms. Clensie Toler 


Clensie Toler remembers attending boarding school in grades eight through eleven. The boarding school 
at the time was the Pittsylvania Normal and Collegiate Institute. She enrolled in the high school in the fall 
of 1931. The boarding school was a two story brick building. The brick building had a basement, a first 
floor and a second floor. The first floor was all classrooms. The second floor was made up entirely of 
boarding rooms. The boys stayed in the rooms on the second floor on the north side of the building and the 
girls stayed in the rooms on the south side of the building. The boys section and the girls section were 
divided by a hall. There was a matron that stayed on the girls side and Prof. Jones and his wife stayed on 
the boys side. 


Prof. Jones’ wife and Sarah Taylor taught in the old two story white building in the early thirties (1931- 
1935) during the time Clensie was a high school student. The white building was used as an elementary 
school. On the first floor portion of the white building, a part of it was used as a laundry and the remainder 
of it was used as elementary classrooms. The second floor of the two story white building was used as 
boarding rooms for high school students. 


The white two story building was the first high school building. When the second building which was 
the two story brick building was built the white two story building was turned into an elementary school. 


The boarding school was cut out in 1934 or 1935. It was cut out because of a lack of students. The 
students’ parents had to pay for room and board and money was hard to come by. Therefore, if the female 
students did not have transportation to and from school they had to drop out. If students could find some- 
one to board (stay) with they could remain in school. When the boarding school was cut out some students 
found someone to stay with in Gretna in walking distance from the school. Clensie Toler and Shirley Dews 
stayed with Prof. Jones and his wife. After the boarding school was cut out, still the administration let 
some students (boys) continue to sleep there. Gavis Toler, Clensie’s younger brother was one of the stu- 
dents that the administration continued to let sleep there. He ate his meals at Al Berger’s grocery store. 


At the boarding school the students ate their meals in the dining room located in the basement. Some 
students “set the table,” washed dishes, and did other things in the kitchen and for their services this helped 


pay some of their tuition. The cooks were hired to prepare the meals.

Reflections by Ms. Ila Green Callands 


Illa L. Greene Callands, formerly Illa L. Greene reflects upon the education that she received during 
her high school days. Upon completing the seventh grade in 1934 she enrolled in the Pittsylvannia County 
Training School that fall. Prior to 1934 the Pittsylvannia County Training School was a boarding school. 
During the time that it was a boarding school there were no buses transporting Blacks to school. After the 
1933-34 school year, the boarding school was cut out. Buses began running for Blacks for the first time 
during the 1934-35 school year. 


During Illa’s first year at the training school she rode the school bus driven by her uncle, Reverend 
Frank D. Greene. Reverend Greene was the first Black school bus driver for Pittsylvannia County. He 
picked up students in the communities of Riceville and Mt. Airy. Reverend Greene owned his bus. Par- 
ents paid Reverend Greene to transport their children to and from school. Later Black bus drivers in the 
1930’s were Matthew Johnson, Ben Fuller, and Anderson Hubbard. 


At the Training School, the school day began at around 9:00 am. Illa took classes in Latin, English, 
French, Physiology, Botany, Chemistry, Math (Geometry), and Physical Education. She also played on the 
girls basketball team. Professor Jones taught her Latin and Professor Weaver taught her Physical Educa- 
tion and coached girls basketball. Illa graduated from Pittsylvania County Training School on May 14, 
1937.

The Class History of 1943 


It’s frequently stated that class history repeats itself. We have found it to be true. Many of our classmates as in former years 
decided to stop school. Many of them have married and are raising their own families, but twenty-five of us stuck together even 
though the way was very rough at times.

In the fall of 1939 our freshman class of 103 members entered Pittsylvania County Training School (P.T.S.). 


In the fall of 1940, we again returned to P.T.S. Due to the fact that three of our members did not return, we now had a class of 
100 determined sophomores. While in our sophomore year, many of us decided that we knew enough, and it was up to the freshmen 
to do the work and to study. However, a number of us struggled during this year working late preparing future lessons. We 
sometimes became discouraged as we felt we were treated unfair. 


After a long vacation we again returned in 1941 to resume our studies, but this year as juniors. 


During this time the juniors sponsored the junior and senior prom, which was directed by Miss Serlena Hunt and Rev. C. M. 
Thrope. It was one of the best ever to be presented at P.T.S. The scenery was very beautiful. 


In 1942 the senior year finally arrived. Marriages, love, low finances, and other reasons caused many of our members to leave us 
The first thing we did as seniors this year was to hold a class meeting to elect class officers, which resulted as follows:

1991 Alumni Reunion Colored Boy Is First County GI 
Killed in Korea 


Pittsylvania County’s first fatality of the Korean war is 
Pfc. R. P. Gilbert, 19 year old colored youth of Renan, who was 
killed in action November 28. Pfc. Gilbert was with the 3rd 
Infantry Division and was sent overseas the later part of August. 
He entered the service February 27, 1948 as a volunteer and 
received his basic training at Fort Dix, New Jersey, and Fort 
Bragg, North Carolina. Gilbert is survived by his foster parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. James Gilbert of Renan. He was a member of 
Pleasant Grove Church at Glenland and was a senior at 
Northside High School at the time he volunteered. 

The last communication from Gilbert was received 
November 24 and read, in part, “the men work all day and fight 
all night and it is hard on the boys over here.” Notice of his 
death was received December 3rd.

Danville Tension Eases 


Danville (AP) - Shouting, singing Negro demonstrators marched through the 
streets of this racially tormented Southside Virginia city again Tuesday, this time 
without incident, as an uneasy calm succeeded yesterday’s outburst of violence 
and scattered gunfire, 

City police, reinforced later by an undetermined number of state troopers, 
held back traffic in front of City Hall for about an hour as the Negroes camped 
on the steps - singing, chanting, praying. 

“We must pray for the city officials who are afraid, who hide behind guns, 
bullets, and stone walls, the demonstrators were told by their leader, the Rev. L. 
W. Chase. 

“Tell our white brothers we will be here each day, we will be here tomorrow, 
and tomorrow, and tomorrow.” 

The peacefulness of the demonstrations Tuesday was in marked contrast to 
the violence that flared Monday night when police wielded night sticks and 
firemen turned on high - pressure hoses to disperse the Negroes. 

Early Tuesday, bullets were fired into two police cars but none of the four 
officers in the cars were injured. 
=. Wee One Negro was arrested on a downtown street Tuesday and accused of 
carrying a concealed weapon. Police said Robert Waddell Mayo, 24, of Paces, 
SS Pa was carrying a 22 - caliber pistol and had 50 loose bullets in his pockets. 
vs We * gs DETAINED briefly, but released without charges, was a Negro Air Force 
Sergeant, Silas Moore Jr. of Chatham, who is stationed at the Plattsburgh, New 
York, Air Force Base. 

Earlier, Vice Mayor George B. Anderson called a voluntary curfew, apparently aimed at young Negroes who have been taking 
part in demonstrations. Anderson said he had instructed City Attorney James A. H. Ferguson to prepare a curfew rule effective from 
10 p.m. to 5 a.m. 

Both Mayo and Moore were arrested during Tuesday’s second demonstration, which lasted nearly two hours. 

When it was over, the Negroes marched back through downtown Danville to the High Street Baptist Church and met with Chase 
and James Forman of Atlanta, executive secretary of the Student Non - Violent Coordinating Committee, who was among the 
demonstrators. 

In a related move, three Negro attorneys led by Leo Branton of Los Angeles applied for a writ to get some 70 demonstrators 
arrested during the racial turmoil here released on bail.

11.9% of County Teachers Have Substandard 
Teaching Certificates 


Pittsylvania County ranks 48th in the state in the number of 
teachers having substandard certificates, reports the research 
service of the Virginia Education Association. 

This county with 482 teachers, has 15.1% of the White 
teachers and 5.7% of its Colored teachers with substandard 
certificates, compared with a statewide average of 16.7% for 
White and 1.8% for Colored teachers in county schools. The 
percentage of all teachers in Pittsylvania with substandard 
certificates is 11.9%. 

Counting the city schools, the average for Virginia of 
substandard certificated teachers is 10.5%. 

The county ranks 39th in the state in the percentage of 
teachers with normal professional certificates, with 30.2% for 
White and 8.9% for Colored teachers. 

Forty seven and one-half percent (47.5) of the White teachers 
in Pittsylvania have bachelors degrees, compared with 77.9% of 
the Colored teachers. This county ranks 53rd in the percentage 
of teachers with a bachelor’s degree. The figures for master’s 
degrees are 4.9% for White teachers and 4.5% for Colored, with 
the county ranking 63rd in this respect. 

For the state as a whole 72.7% of all teachers have degrees; 
16.8% have normal professional certificates and 10.5% have 
substandard certificates. This year there are 172 teachers in the 
state with a high school education only, nine of which are 
Negroes.

Teachers Qualifications and Pay 


The superintendent said that all certified teachers had been 
reappointed by the school board, and explained that contracts 
would be mailed to them as fast as they are prepared. 

There are 476 classroom teachers in the County Public 
Schools, with 311 being White teachers and 165 Negro teachers. 

The superintendent told that there are 270 teachers in the 
county holding college degrees of which 137 are White teachers 
and 133 are Negro teachers. 

County teachers holding normal professional and special 
certificates number 97 White and 13 Negroes. 

There are 61 teachers in the county with substandard or 
emergency teaching certificates of which 51 are White teachers 
and 10 are Negro teachers. 

There are six White and five Negro teachers in the County 
holding Master’s degrees. 

Of the total number of teachers in the county, 59 percent hold 
some type of degree which ranks Pittsylvania 65th among the 
counties of the state. 

Supt. Elmore told that the state increase in teacher pay will 
go into effect next year, with a salary for beginners being 
advanced from $2,400 to $2,500. The maximum pay for 
teachers with experience will be raised from $3,500 to $3,600. 
The special certificate teachers pay scale will be increased from 
$1,950 to $2,000 for beginners.

In the year of 1961, one hundred seventy-two young, energetic students came to Northside High from several different 
elementary schools to stay for five years. Frightened, we scamped anxiously to find our homeroom teachers; Miss E. G. Byrd, Mrs. L. 
M. Henderson,, Mr. J. R. Greene, and Mr. R. H. Cobbins. During our first year at Northside, several of our classmates joined the band, 
the glee club, the football and basketball teams. 

Next September, we being freshmen, had really gotten the high school spirit. Our sponsors were Miss L. F. Shaw, Mrs. L. M. 
Henderson, Mr. G. C. Brooks and Mr. N. E. Hankins, and Miss E. M. Walker. That year members from our class went to the Math- 
Science Conference held at Addison High School in Roanoke, Virginia. The members were William Shelton, 2nd place district and the 
Ist place in Math; Melvin Myers, 2nd place in science; Brenda White, 3rd place in math; and Doris Herndon, 2nd place in math.

Our class officers 
were President, William Shelton; Vice President, Bertram Harris; Secretary, Bernadette Witcher; Assistant Secretary, Katie Carter; 
Treasurer, Austine Brooks; Chaplin, Frances Carter; Sergeants-of-arms, Percy White and Charles Cook; and Parliamentarian, 
Bobby Anderson. 

The First National Honor Society at Northside was organized during our junior year. Students from our class were selected as 
members. They were William Shelton, Austine Brooks, Brenda White, Emma Robinson, Bertram Harris, Diane Tardy, and Melvin 
Myers. During this year Doris Herndon was elected as captain of the cheering squad, and Brenda White was chosen as head 
majorette. 

On May 15, 1965, the junior class entertained the seniors, fabulously at the Junior-Senior Prom. The theme was “Roman Holiday.” 
Ricky and the Romans rendered the enchanting music of the evening. 

One hundred-ten seniors assembled at Northside on September 7, 1965. The following officers were chosen; President William 
Shelton; Vice President, Bertram Harris; Secretary, Brenda White; Assistant Secretary, Priscilla White; Treasurer, Katie Carter; 
Parliamentarian, Bobby Anderson; Chaplin, Frances Carter; Sergeants-of-arms, Roscoe Lovelace and Henry Badgett. 

Norman King, Jimmy White, and Henry Taylor served as captains of the Bobcats’ football team. Wayne Morrison served as 
captain of the basketball team. Our senior sponsors are Mr. J. R. Greene, Mrs. R. S. Davis, and Mr. G. A. Burney.

A five year struggle for the Virginia Interscholastic 
Association Group II state championship was finally realized on 
Saturday night by Northside High School of Gretna in a nerve 
twisting 56-54 victory over Princess Ann High School at 
Hampton Institute. 

Playing before a capacity crowd, including several college 
coaches, the local Bobcats jumped to a five point lead in the first 
quarter but by halftime were behind by two counters.

Northside entered the championship round by defeating

In the two day tournament Northside was able to place at 
least two men in the double figures for each of its two games.

When the referee blows his whistle tonight at 8 p.m., on the R. J. Jones Athletic Field, local fans will get their first look at the 
1957 edition of the Northside High School Bobcats. 

The Bobcats rolled to an impressive victory last Saturday with a 13-7 win over Carver of Fieldale. John and George Musgrove 
rang up six point markers each for the local club. A Marvin Myers to “Chuck” Campbell pass was good for one extra point. 

Facing the Gretna team will be a highly respected Carver of Salem football eleven. Last year in a meeting between the clubs, 
Carver edged the Bobcats by a 7-0 margin. The game was an evenly matched contest with the Salem team notching up the winning 
TD in the last quarter. 

Northside High gridders are under the guidance of Head Coach Reginald Lee. This is the third season that the “Cats” have been 
under Coach Lee and his two assistants, Coaches Joseph Sparrow and Bennie Dix. 

An exponent of the run and pass system of football, Coach Lee is expected to have his team moving from the opening whistle. 
Under the reins of the former Johnson C. Smith University backfield ace the Bobcats have become progressively one of the most 
improved football teams in the VIA Group II school division. 

In 1955, Coach Lee’s first year as coach at Northside, the team was able to win only one contest. They upset Halifax (Bethune 
Cookman) in the last game of the season. The win was an impressive 27-0 rout. 

The next year found a much improved and confident team awaiting the grid season. The Bobcats had their best season on the 
gridiron in 1956. East End High, Lunenburg and Southside were all victims of the fast improving Northside High eleven. Losses 
were to Albert Harris, Carver of Fieldale, Susie Gibson of Bedford, Halifax and Carver of Salem. 

On that 3-5 record club of 1956 were 14 lettermen who will be in uniform in tonight’s game for the Bobcats. Six of that number 
will see action in the backfield. The other eight will be on duty in the line. 

Returning lettermen in the backfield are James Campbell, Marvin Myers, John and George Musgrove and Charlie and Herbert 
Word. The quarterback slot will be filled by returning lettermen Marvin Myers. A 150 pound triple threat man, Myers is expected to 
be a key man in the Bobcat offensive drive this year. John and George Musgrove, twins are the two most improved men in the 
Bobcat backfield. Light and fast scatbacks, the twins are making every effort to take over the starting halfback positions. 

Charlie Word is another outstanding candidate for the halfback post. The lanky, hard running Word is a letterman from the 1956 
team. Brother Herbert, also a letterman, will see heavy duty at the fullback position but will share the spot with Frederick Dailey, a 
converted end. 

On the line, eight men are fighting for one of the seven starting positions. Roy Kidd, a 155 pound letterman, is counted on to be 
at one of the guard positions. Fred Dailey and Bobby Barley have the end positions just about nailed down. Curtis Walker, another 
wingman from last year, is expected to see some action along with Barley and Dailey. 

Big Garrie Fuller is a shoo-in to hold down one of the tackle positions. A letterman for the past two seasons, Fuller is one of the 
biggest men on the line. At the other slot, a battle is being waged by Walter Swanson, Ronnie Lanier and Clevester Dixon. 

In facing Carver tonight, Coach Lee indicated that several of his key players have been missing practice because of working at 
home. He also stated that the club would be in much better condition following the game. We expect to have all of the boys in by the 
next home game and frankly I think we have a good chance to improve our record this year. We are smarter, football wise, than last 
year and the boys have much more hustle. If the boys play the kind of ball that they have shown me they are capable of doing, then 
we should have a better won and lost record this year.

china shop, but swept around the ends with great bursts of speed.

Musgrove put the Bobcats out in front early in the period 
when he plunged over from the one after carrying the ball for 
substantial gains time after time. This 200 pound fullback hit 
the line for the PAT. 

Carver tied the count at 7-7 before the period ended when 
Bobby Harrison swept around the end for 20 yards to score and 
the PAT was added on a line plunge. 

It was Musgrove again that spearheaded Northside’s second 
period touchdown drive as he went 10 yards through the center 
of the line to score.

Offensively, the Bobcats standouts in scoring were Charlie 
Vaden, with two touchdowns, Earnie Glass and Thomas Waller | 
with one each. The offensive lineman sharing in the victory 
march were Jimmy Lovelace, Charlie Lovelace, Raleigh James, 
Charles Smith, David Payne and Cornelius Lovelace. 

Coach Martin and his boys will be facing the largest high 
school football player in the county in Tiny Tim Wilson a 400 
pound tackle. The huge tackle is used on defense by the 
undefeated powerhouse from Appomattox. The club plays a 
penetrating defense and depends on its fast backs to make the 
running game go. 

During the halftime , Miss Northside and the Princess will b 
crowned in the colorful homecoming activities. The game is 
scheduled for 12:30 p.m.

John R. Martin graduated from Virginia State University with a B.S. Degree in 
Agricultural Education in 1951 and he was commissioned a second lieutenant in the 
U.S. Army Quartermaster Corp. He came to Northside High School in the fall of that 
year as an agriculture teacher. Although he began his teaching career teaching 
agriculture, his talents and music instincts became evident as he organized the Drum 
and Bugle Corps in 1953. This was an after school activity which involved about 20 to 
25 students. 

The first official musical performance for the Corps was in the 1953 Northside High 
School homecoming football parade in Chatham. Incidently, that was the first 
homecoming parade for the first football team at Northside. Martin has vivid 
memories of that parade as he recalled that Neal Law, as he played Bass Drums using 
alternate back hand strokes around his back. The fans went wild-they had never seen 
that before. 

The Northside High School Marching Band and the Concert Band emerged from the 
Drum and Bugle Corps. 

John Martin’s accomplishments as a Band Director are legendary. Prior to 
organizing the Drum and Bugle Corp, Martin did a solo trumpet performance at a PTO 
meeting at Central Elementary School in Chatham. This individual performance by 
him sparked the musical interest of students in the Chatham area. Some students who 
attended that performance, on the very next day came to Martin and told him that they 
wanted to learn how to play musical instruments. Tommie Word and Theodore Owens 
were the first students to show up with personally owned instruments. 

Martin’s long and illustrious career as band director at Northside High School covered a period of 16 years. He was considered 
by many to be the best band director in the state of Virginia. This was evident by the great performances of the Northside High 
School marching and concert band that he directed.

Martin.

Leading the marching band as they step 
inside the R. J. Jones football field are the high stepping 
majorettes of Northside High School. They are dressed in their 
beautiful white uniforms, trimmed in maroon and gold. Each 
one is neatly attired, wearing a white hat, twirling a baton and 
marching in step to the rhythmic beat of the music of the band. 
Each one, as they perform, is wearing a charming broad smile on 
their face. The smile is real and their performance is letter 
perfect. 

They have worked all week preparing for this performance. 
During the week they have put as much practice time in, in 
getting ready for this game as the football team has. And they are 
very serious-one can sense the pride that they take in their work. 
After marching into the stadium they mill around nervously 
awaiting the moment before kick-off when they salute for the 
national anthem. 

They would love to watch the first half of the football game, 
have fun, joke and play around with their fellow classmates. But 
they cannot, because they are eagerly awaiting halftime which is 
their time to perform. Our majorettes have a tradition to uphold- 
they have to live up to their reputation as being among the best 
in the state. 

At halftime the football team leaves the stadium and goes 
down the hill to the locker room. Now is the time for the 
majorettes to do what they have been practicing for all week. 
They put on a great show and they do their job exceptionally 
well. They have provided great support for the football team 
and also they have provided entertainment for the fans. 

In school the following Monday, the same pattern as in the 
previous week is duplicated. The majorettes are again practicing 
long and hard as they are never satisfied with the previous weeks 
performance. They work on their routines. 

To be a majorette requires a tremendous amount of skill and 
athletic ability. Their rhythmic movements have to be precise. 
The routines that they perform demand that their bodies be well 
coordinated; they have to have great body control and manual 
skill dexterity. Additionally, they have to have the ability to 
focus and concentrate on the task at hand. 

After the football season was over our majorettes were busy 
preparing for the Christmas parades, invitational parades and 
marching band competitions. Once the marching band season 
was over some of our majorettes “traded in” their majorette 
uniforms and batons and picked up musical instruments. Most 
of our majorettes music season was for the entire year.

Footprints 
Northside High School 
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As | interviewed John R. Martin, I discovered that his musical interests developed at an early age. His father was an early 
inspiration to him. Martin remembers as a youngster listening to his dad play the banjo by the fireplace telling stories as he would 
pick. In college he perfected his musical inclinations and at the height of his musical career he played all of the band instruments. 

In reminiscing on his early teaching career, John Martin spoke joyfully of his first two band students (Theodore Owens and 
Tommie Word) to show up with their personally owned instruments, the alto saxophone. Martin who did not at the time know how to 
play the alto saxophone, went to Danville that same day, purchased a saxophone, taught himself how to play that same afternoon 
after school. Incidents such as this one showed his love of music and his willingness to share his knowledge of music to his 
students. 

Growing up in a close knitted family, listening to his father play the banjo, Martin developed close family ties. Years later as his 
professional career progressed one can see similarities in his early childhood and teaching career. While talking with him I could see 
that he treated his band as his family. He was a role model for his band. He believed in home visitations of his students and 
interacting with parents on behalf of the students. 

In many instances, members of his band did not have rides home after after school performances. Martin had to take them home. 
He jokingly told of one student whom he took home who said he lived in Long Island. John Martin, who had not been to the 
student’s home before, drove and drove and he drove. After many, many miles of driving and much time had passed, Martin said he 
told the student “I did not know that I had to take you to Long Island, New York.” 

It is interesting to note that in many instances his band was composed of students who had brothers and or sisters who had 
performed before them. He has had as many as three, four, and sometimes as many as five members of the same family in the band at 
different times. This is where the idea of footprints came from. In this footprints section, from our research we have discovered and 
we will list the students names from families that have had three or more participants in band during the years of Northside High 
School’s existence. 

Also, many of Martin’s former students followed in his footprints, namely Ernest Coles, Dr. Harold Ray Davis, Charles Minter and 
Bailey Wharton. They attended college and majored in music education. Other students continued their interest in music by 
performing in community musical groups. Still, others were influenced by Martin’s enthusiasm and his drive for perfection and they 
in turn developed a keen love and appreciation for music.

Bennie L Dix, was a 1947 graduate of Washington High School in East Chicago 
Indiana. He had a distinguished high school basketball career there on the basketball 
team. His excellent performance on the basketball hardwood earned him a basketball 
scholarship to North Carolina Central University in Durham, North Carolina. At NCCU, 
Coach Dix had the opportunity to play for the legendary coach, Coach John McLendon. 
Coach McLendon was taught the game of basketball while attending the University of 
Kansas by Dr. James Naismith who “invented” the game of basketball. Coach Dix had 
an illustrious basketball career at NCCU playing on the CIAA (Central Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association) Championship team in 1950. 

In 1955 he came to Northside High School as a Health and Physical Education 
Teacher and Head Basketball Coach. Dix was head coach at Northside High School for 
fourteen years, winning the State Basketball Championship in 1959, the first and only 
state championship season in the history of the school. In 1958 his Bobcat Cagers were 
24 and |. In 1968, he finished with a 20 and 3 record. In his fourteen years as head 
coach at Northside High School his Northside team never had a losing season. 

His coaching style was unique. His Northside teams played a relentless defense 
which stifled opponents. He was a very demanding coach. His players ran the offense 
the way he taught it, he would not tolerate it being run any other way. He was famous 
for his “wheel” offense of the late 1950’s - when Northside went into the “wheel” the 
only score he would accept was a lay up, or a high percentage shot. 


His practices were intense, very serious. Missed lay ups in warm ups were not 
tolerated. He stressed conditioning. Coach Dix’s teams won many games because he “outcoached” his opponents, and because his 


players were more disciplined and better conditioned.

Coach Paul Martin graduated from Watson High School in Covington, Virginia in 1950. 
He was a star halfback on the high school football team leading his Watson team to the 
State Championship. After a brilliant high school football career he earned a football 
scholarship to Bluefield State College. He attended Bluefield State, and participated in 
football there for one year and then he transferred from there to Elizabeth City State College 
(ECSC). Before graduating from Elizabeth City he made the All-Conference football team 
(ALL EIAC) as arunning back his junior and senior years. He graduated from ECSC in 
1955, with a degree in Elementary Education. 

After graduation, he began an illustrious teaching and football coaching career. He 
coached at R. R. Moton in Farmville for three years winning the District I football 
championship in 1958. Martin’s strong R. R. Moton District Il Championship team played 
Carver Salem, the District 1V champions. That game ended in 6-6 tie, therefore his team 
ended the season as the State’s Co-Champions of the western area in 1958. 

In 1959, Paul Martin came to Northside High School as a Health and Physical Education 
Teacher and assistant football coach. He served as an assistant football coach for one year 
under Seabrew Ford. During the summer of 1960, Albert Tippitt, the principal named him 
head football coach. He held the position of head coach at Northside High School until 
the integration of schools in 1969. 

Martin has vivid memories of his first two years as head coach at Northside. During his 
first year as head coach, his Northside team played five homecoming games. Every team in 
the District scheduled Northside for their homecoming.

The reason that they scheduled the Bobcats for homecoming was because they wanted a team that they could beat before their 
homecoming fans. He clearly remembers his first meeting with the team as head coach to discuss the fact that so many opposing 
teams were scheduling Northside for their homecoming. This motivated the team and the team accepted the challenge. That same 
year Northside spoiled three opposing teams’ homecoming. 

By 1961 Northside was playing in only one homecoming game and that was played on our own playing field. That same year 
was the year the Bobcats started getting respect. All opposing teams began scouting Northside’s games. The team was led by 
Silas Musgrove, greatest player in the history of Northside High School. Silas led the team in scoring every year he played. He 
was one of the tops running backs in the State. He could very well have played football at a division one school. Coach Lawson, 
the coach at Virginia State College called Coach Martin several times about Silas attending Virginia State. After Coach Lawson 
made two personal visits, Silas decided to attend Virginia State on a football scholarship. He led the Virginia State Trojan team in 
rushing in 1962, 63, 64 and 65. He was one of the top running backs in the conference during those years. Curtis Waller did an 
outstanding job in quarterbacking the 1960 and 61 teams. Howard Johnson led all receivers in scoring. Howard was also an 
outstanding runner and blocker. 

During Paul Martin’s career as head football coach, the Northside High School football team reached a level of success that had 
never been achieved before. He is credited for bringing a wide open, innovative, quick striking, high scoring offense that was new 
to this area of Virginia. He was the first coach in this area to use an offense that “stretched the field.”” He emphasized the use of the 
long and short passing game, the screen pass, the flat passes, etc. In addition to the basic plays (sweeps, off tackle and the dives) 
his offense was supplemented by traps plays, QB bootlegs and draw plays. Generally, Coach Martin’s lines were small, averaging 
about 170 pounds offensively and defensively, but they were very quick. 

One of his great teams that stood out was the 1963 team which was his best defensive team and maybe the best football team 
ever at Northside. This team had five straight shut outs. Jessie Musgrove and Sammy Witcher were the leading rushers and 
scorers respectively. Roscoe Lovelace performed outstandingly at quarterback. Northside upset two of the top teams in the 
western district conference. The Bobcats shut out Addison 21 - 0 and Dunbar 7 - 0. Jessie Musgrove scored the touchdown and 
the extra point to lead his team in the win over Dunbar. 

Martin was a coach that stressed fundamentals, conditioning and execution. He won many games in which the opposing teams 
may have been much stronger physically than his Northside team, but he prevailed primarily because his Bobcats executed better 
and were in better condition. One particular game comes to mind. In 1961 in Halifax - Mary Bethune was beating Northside badly 
physically, but the play that won the game for Northside was a bootleg play where the quarterback Curtis Waller, faked a handoff to 
the fullback into the line fooling the referee into blowing his whistle after the fullback was tackled. Curtis Waller “pulled the ball out 
of the fullback’s stomach” and went around end untouched to score the winning touchdown. The referee blowing the whistle did 
not know where the ball was. 

Paul Martin was an outstanding coach whom all of his players were fortunate to have had the opportunity to play under his 
leadership and direction.

[Memories] 
History Of The Reunions 


The idea of the second Northside High School Alumni reunion began with a telephone call 
from Matilda Berger Turner to Ella Mae Nowlin Monroe. Matilda had just come from her 
husband’s reunion in May 1990, when it dawned on her that her class had never had a reunion. 
That night in a phone call to Ella Mae she told her that “we should do something for our class.” 
As they talked they came up with the idea of a reunion for the entire Northside High School. 
Matilda suggested Labor Day weekend of 1990. 


In talking with Ella Mae, Matilda found out the names of the individuals who were involved 
in the planning of the first alumni reunion which was held in 1983 in Fort Washington, 
Maryland. Matilda called the 1983 alumni committee members. The members of that 
committee were; Gloria Crews Smith, Barbara McLaughlin, Faustine Chambers Henderson, 
Frances Saunders Elliott, Aubrey Fitzgerald Jones, Eleanor Grant Lovelace, Rebecca Lovelace 
Moss, James Devins, Bernard Jackson and Rochester Lovelace. They sent her their mailing list. 


She discussed with Ella Mae the idea of getting a committee together. She would look for 
people in New York, and Ella Mae would look for people in Virginia to be on the committee. 
Within two weeks Matilda made a trip to Virginia and Jean Anderson came with her. The first 
committee meeting was held at the Community Center in Chatham. After the first meeting, 
Matilda came home at least once and sometimes twice a month to help set up the reunion. 

The committee decided the reunion would be held at King of the Sea in Danville. Jean 
Anderson, Sandy Younger and Matilda went to King of the Sea to finalize the date to have the 
reunion dinner dance there. Then other preparations began, such as designing the registration 
form, and scheduling the reunion activities. They decided to have the registration at the school 
and a picnic in Gretna Park. 


For the 1990 reunion, they used the Alumni mailing list from the 1983 reunion, which totaled 
about 150 names and addresses. Many of the Alumni members on the 1983 list had moved and 
their addresses had changed by 1990. Matilda kept stressing how important a mailing list is and 
at each meeting she would ask for new addresses. 


With the dates and location of the Alumni reunion set, Matilda began drafting the 
registration letters. The heading was “Let’s Take A Stroll Down Memory Lane.” She used the 
envelopes from the company that she worked for and put labels over their return addresses 
because the committee did not have money in the funds to purchase envelopes. Ella and 
Matilda bought the stamps for the envelopes. Again, Matilda came home and met with some of 
the committee members at Brenda White’s house and they stuffed envelopes. 


Memories 


For the 1990 reunion, the registration was held at Old Northside High School. The Souvenirs 
were NHS tee shirts and key chains. Matilda had the tee shirts printed at Sam’s Printing Com- 
pany in Elmont, New York. She brought them to Danville from New York in the trunk of her 
car (There were so many tee shirts that she hardly had room for her husband’s and _ her lug- 
gage.) In order to fit them in her trunk, they had to take them out of the boxes. That same 
night she had tee shirts all over her mother’s living room. She called her nieces and said HELP. 
They came and helped her fold tee shirts and put them in freezer bags along with the key chains 
and name labels for distribution. Again, the tee shirts went into the trunk of her car for her to 
transport from Danville to the school in Gretna. 


There were about three hundred people in attendance during the day time activities at Old 
Northside High and about two hundred and fifty attended the banquet at the King of the Sea 
Restaurant. 

The Worship service was held at Elba Baptist Church on Sunday morning. The church was 
packed with NHS Alumni. 


Because of the success of the 1990 reunion in Danville and the feedback received, the idea 
of the third reunion was born. Matilda contacted Ella Mae and Ella set up the third reunion 
held at Old Northside High School in 1991. It was decided that they would not handwrite the 
names and addresses on the envelopes this time, so Matilda typed up all the labels and sent 
them via overnight express to Ella Mae along with the registration letter. This time it was called 
“Another Stroll Down Memory lane.” Matilda was on the road again back and forth attending 
meetings for this reunion. 

They had committee meetings at her mother’s house and sister Effie Fuller’s house. They 
also had meetings at the Community Center in Chatham, local restaurants and later at other com- 
mittee members houses. 

The mailing list had grown to over 300 names. At this reunion they decided the souvenirs 
would be umbrellas and caps. She knew it was no way that she could bring 300 umbrellas 
home in the trunk of her car, so therefore, she had Sam’s, the same printing company used for 
the previous reunion to ship the souvenirs to the home of Lester and Edna Terry, committee 
members living in Chatham. 


It was agreed that the fourth reunion would be held in 1996. Ella Mae set that up for 
Lynchburg. Matilda missed only two meetings in the planning of this reunion. However, she 
would call for a report on the meeting nights. For this reunion the souvenirs were cups and caps. 
Again, she had Sam’s Printing Company to ship them to the home of Lester and Edna Terry. The 
school name was spelled incorrectly on the cups by the printing company. It was Pennsylvania 
Training School instead of Pittsylvania Training School. When the mistake was discovered, the 
committee accepted them after the printing company gave them a small discount. The printing 
(PTS / NHS) on the caps was correct.

After the 1996 reunion, there were plans for another reunion. Delora Myers Rhinehart updated the 
mailing list and mailed the labels to Ella Mae. This reunion never materialized because of personal 
tragedy in the families of some of the committee members. 


There was a period of five years before the next reunion was held. Matilda had worked with 
all of the reunions except the first one (1983 Fort Wash. MD reunion). She moved from New 
York to Danville in 2000. In the first committee meeting held at her home, she suggested the 
Washington, D. C. area as a site for the 2001 reunion. The suggestion was voted on and ap- 
proved. The next thing discussed was what person in that area could be used to help Gloria 
Crews. Ruth Word suggested Harry Wilson and Brenda Patterson. Ruth called Harry and 
Matilda called Gloria Crews and asked her to get in touch with Harry Wilson, and there, the 
Washington / MD Alumni Committee was organized. Frances Saunders, Charles Wilson, 
Rowland Wilson are also members of the Washington D.C. / MD committee. 


The Washington / MD Alumni committee did the groundwork for the 2001 reunion. The 
committee met twice at a halfway point in between D.C. and Danville which was Charlottesville, 
Virginia. One of those meetings was to get the envelopes together for mailing. 


In the planning and preparation for the 2001 reunion, many changes had become evident. 
Matilda noticed that a large number of committee members lived in the Wash / MD areas plus a 
large percentage of alumni lived there. Also, the five year gap since the 1996 reunion caused 
problems with the mailing list - there were no new addresses gotten during that period. Contact 
had been lost with many alumni. The mailing list for the 1996 reunion was used for the 2001 
reunion and many of the letters came back because the mailing list was not updated. 


Nevertheless, the reunion held in Bolling Air Force Base on Saturday Sept. 1, 2001 was con- 
sidered a huge success. At this reunion, Mae Bell Davis was in charge of “sign in” to ask the 
alumni to update their addresses. 


From the effort put forth at the 2001 reunion to update addresses, and the drive afterward to 
get more addresses, the alumni committee now has a mailing list of over 800 alumni. Also, a 
strong drive has been made toward establishing and increasing the teachers’ mailing list. Through 
a strong effort from Matilda, there currently is a comprehensive alumni mailing list. 


There was never a teachers’ mailing list before 2002. A special thanks to Mrs. Othello Rice, 
for her hard work and dedication, there is now a teachers’ mailing list.
